New Industry Rising and Thriving 
in Northern Ireland 


A review of industrial development in Northern Ireland appeared in the Board of 
Trade Journal on September 5, 1953. The purpose of the following article is to review 
the present position, with particular reference to recent developments. 


(From a Special Correspondent) 


XCEPT IN ONE SHORT PERIOD, industry generally in Northern Ireland has grown steadily 
Fisasing the post-war years, and there are to-day about 25 per cent. more people employed

A Northern Ireland Census of Production (covering the same field as in Great Britain) has 
been taken annually since 1949, and the most recently published — for 1954 -— indicated record 
employment and production. Employment in firms making returns was up by over 8 per cent. (to 
213,000) compared with 1949. It is estimated that, in ‘real’ terme, total production was some 13 per 
cent. higher than in 1951, the previous best year.

These factors emphasize the importance of the Northern Ireland Government's industrial develop- 
ment programme. In discussions with industrialists who are the facilities which Northern 
Ireland has to offer, the main — has always been on the natural advantages of Northern 
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Ireland as an industrial location, P during a period of labour 
shortage in much of Great B ot To the availability of labour, 
particularly male, has been added the attraction of a wide range of 
financial inducements. 

The post-war influx of over 80 firms from Great Britain and overseas 
has been aided financially and in other ways by the Northern Ireland 
Government. In addition, new firms of local origin have also been 
assisted, and so have over 70 schemes of expansion undertaken by 
established industry. ‘These expansions include several by new firms 
which have developed beyond their original plan. Total employment 
in all these projects at present exceeds 29,000 and may reach 40,000 
when the firms concerned are in full production, As a result of 
negotiations completed during 1956, seven more firms hive decided 
to establish new units in Northern Ireland ~four in factories provided 
or to be built by the Government. 


Diversifying the Economy 


Because of the need to diversify the economy, the Government 

attaches importance to the type as well as to the scale of new develop- 
ment. Over 44 per cent. of workers in manufacturing industry in 
Northern Ireland are still engaged in the textile and shipbuilding 
and marine engineering industries, which have in the past been badly 
affected by international trade recessions. It is clear, however, that 
other industries are becoming increasingly represented, Nearly a 
quarter of all workers in firms making Census of Production returns 
for 1954 were employed in the engineering and metals industries, 
compared with less than a sixth in 1935. New firms which are included 
in this group are making a wide range of products, ranging from 
electronic equipment of all kinds to drawing instruments, turbine 
blades (shortly to include compiete heavy turbo-alternators) and 
aircraft. 
Over the same period the textile industry’s share of total employ- 
ment has declined from nearly half in 1935 to less than a third - 
although actual employment in the industry shows little change. In 
addition there have been important internal changes, although linen 
production still accounts for the greatest proportion of total output, 
about one-third of all the cloth woven in Northern Ireland is to-day 
made wholly or partly from non-linen yarns. The industry has also 
been widened by the introduction of carpet and machine lace manu- 
facture and by wool and cotton spinning units. Continuous filament 
rayon yarn has been produced by Courtaulds Limited at their modern 
plant at Carrickfergus, Co. Antrim, since 1948, and it was announced 
this year that the United States Chemstrand Corporation are to 
manufacture the man-made fibre ‘Acrilan’ in Northern Ireland. 


Distribution of Industry 


Also important to Northern Ireland has been the manner in which 
new industrial capacity is distributed through the Province. The 
spear population is approximately 1,396,000, of which over one-third 
ives in the capital and main port, Belfast. One of the airns of Govern- 
ment policy has been to encourage further development to take place 
as far as possible in the less well-developed provincial centres and 
country districts. Considerable success has been achieved, bearing 
in mind the need for certain types of industry to develop with con- 
venient access to the port or special facilities of the city. Approximately 
70 per cent. of all the new firms established under Government 
sponsorship since the war are located outside Belfast. Their employ- 
ment potential is 17,000 jobs. 

Some firms have been attracted to country areas by the chance to 
develop gradually in districts where workers are available and where 
they are less likely to lose their workers after training - a common 
experience of many firms in industrial centres in Great Britain where 
shortages have created extreme competition. There has been in North- 
ern Ireland che general attraction of good factory sites at cheaper rates, 
with room for expansion, and the knowledge that the Government 
offers the maximum financial assistance towards sound development 
in the less well developed areas. 

Some firms have been particularly successful in country districts. 
An example is Taylor-Woods Ltd., who started the production of 
nylon stockings in Enniskillen, Co. Fermanagh, in 1947, and who 
recently extended their production to include nylon lingerie. Employ- 
ment has grown to over 600 workers. The needs of industries with 
more exacting location requirements from the point of view of services 
and port access have also been met. A good example is Corran Works 
Ltd., the Northern Ireland ponmg F of Pye Ltd., of Cambridge. 
This unit was established at Larne, Co. Antrim, in 1947, to manu-

Part of its success has been attributed by the management 
to the suitability of local labour, Another important factor has been 
the close proximity of the plant to the modern ferry and container 
services which operate between Larne and Great Britain, and which 
simplify many of the problems sometimes associated with sea 
transport. 

Also at Larne is the new plant of the British Thomson-Houston 
Co. Ltd., of Rugby, where turbine blades are being manufactured 
and where ultimately over 3,200 workers are to be employed in making 
large turbo-alternator sets for export. The company found here the 
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site it required — 72 acres — and, starting from nothing in 1953, new 
factory and office accommodation totalling over 600,000 sq. ft. in 
area is now virtually completed. In commenting recently on the fact

An important step to this end taken last year was the establishment 
of the Northern Ireland Development Council, under the chairman- 
ship of Lord Chandos, with the terms of reference “To promote aew 
industries and to reduce unemployment in Spy may . 

ese are wide terms, but thie Council has so far concentrat 
ES on efforts to interest industry in the prospect of further new 
development in Northern Ireland. It has engaged in extensive publicity 
in Great Britain, the main activity being an advertising campaign 
in the national press. This has featured a series of testimonials to 
Northern Ireland given by prominent industrialists who have success- 
fully established plants in Northern Ireland. The firms concerned have 
included the British Thomson-Houston Co. Ltd., The British Tabulat- 
ing Machine Co. Ltd., The Metal Box Co. Ltd., Courtaulds Limited, 
Lines Bros. Ltd. (makers of the “Triang’ range of toys), Down Shoes 
Ltd. (a subsidiary of Lotus Ltd.) and U.K. Optical Bausch & Lomb 
Ltd. All except the British Thomson-Houston Co. Ltd. have been 
established in Northern Ireland for several years and have found 
conditions favourable to expansion. When in full production they will 
altogether employ a total of over 9,000 workers. Points made in the 
testimonials about their Northern Ireland experiences include the 
possibility of shift working; relatively low labour turnover; negligible 
absenteeism; the way in which recruits have responded to training; 
and the assistance offered by the Northern Ireland Government. 

Apart from its activities in Great Britain the Northern Ireland 
Development Council has laid the groundwork for contacts with 
American industry. Four subsidiaries of American firms — Berkshire 
Knitting (Ulster) Ltd., manufacturing nylon stockings, Behr- 
Manning Ltd., making industrial abrasives, and the Hughes Tool 
Co. Ltd. and the Mission Manufacturing Co. Ltd., producing oil-well 
equipment, are already in production in Northern Ireland. An 
important newcomer, a subsidiary of the Chemstrand Corporation 
previously referred to, is expected to start production in Coleraine, 
Co. Londonderry, early in 1959. On November 28, the Du Pont 
Company (E. I. Du Pont de Nemours & Co.) announced that it had 
chosen a site of over 300 acres near Londonderry as the prospective 
location of a neoprene synthetic rubber plant. The company stated 
that they hoped to start plant construction early in 1957. This develop- 
ment is of great importance in an area which has one of the highest 
rates of male unemployment in Northern Ireland. The products of 
the new plant will aid the United Kingdom economy as a whole by 
saving dollars and also contributing substantially to exports. 

Both Lord Chandos and one of the Development Council Members 
have paid separate exploratory visits to the United States, and a 
United States Committee of the Council composed of leaders of 
industry and commerce in the U.S.A. has been set up in New York. 

The Council’s expenditure on its various activities is met from 
funds voted by the Northern Ireland Parliament. 


Government Action 


For its own part, the Northern Ireland Government has continued 
its efforts to make the inducements to expansion still more attractive 
to the manufacturer. 

The main powers of the Ministry of Commerce in this field are 

rovided by the Industries Development Acts (Northern Ireland), 
1945 to 1953, under which grants and loans can be made, and factory 
sites and premises provided, for the manufacturer who can offer a 
satisfactory level of employment. In practice grants are usually 
offered towards the purchase of fixed assets such as plant, machinery 
and buildings. They can be made, in addition, towards the cost of 
transferring equipment from a factory in, say, Great Britain and instal- 
ling it in Northern Ireland. Assistance is available towards the cost of 
providing necessary basic services such as roads, power, docks, 
housing and sewerage. Modern factories, both ‘standard’ and ‘special 
purpose,’ are built by the Ministry and, in the case of the standard type, 
are usually let at a special concession rent of about 9d. per sq. ft. for 
the initial years of tenancy. 

These powers have been extensively used. Over £1,370,000 has 
been paid out in grants and £334,000 in loans. Fifty-four factories 
are owned (and most of them were built) by the Ministry, and a 
further 33 are planned or under construction, including 12 of the 
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Smoothing lenses at the U.K. Optical Bausch &@ Lomb Ltd. works at 
Lurgan. This factory is one of the largest and most modern of its kind 
in the United Kingdom. 


standard ‘advance’ type, which are being built without a specific 
tenant in view for the benefit of manufacturers looking for premises 
at short notice. 


In addition to these facilities the Ministry is operating a scheme, 
which has no counterpart in the rest of the United Kingdom, under 
which outright grants of 25 per cent. are payable on the net cost of 
plant, machinery and new building work incurred by industry in 
Northern Ireland. There are virtually no ‘strings,’ the principal re- 
quirement being that qualifying expenditure must rank for initial 
or investment allowances under Income T'ax law. 


The object of this scheme is to provide a general incentive to capital 
investment by Northern Ireland industry, both for expansion and for 
the replacement of worn and out-dated equipment. It applies to both 
established industry and to new firms which may find it attractive, 
since there are no conditions regarding ernployment or location. The 
scheme started in 1954 for a period of three years, and Parliamentary 
approval is at present being sought to its extension, with some modifica- 
tions, for a further five years (see Board of Trade Journal, November 
10, page 969). Government funds totalling £15 million have pro- 
visionally been set aside to cover claims during the two periods. 


A further scheme which has been in operation since 1953 offers 
the manufacturer a rebate on his industrial coal, gas and electricity 
costs, The rate, which is reviewed annually, is at present 17s. per ton 
of coal or its equivalent. 


Efforts to accelerate the industrial development programme, using 
the widened range of Government inducements and with the backing 
of the Northern Ireland Development Council, have coincided with

the application of Treasury credit restrictions. These have as their 
general aim a temporary cutting back in new investment by industry 
in the United Kingdom and are, from this point of view, an obstacle 
to the immediate success of the Northern Ireland programme. 


The United Kingdom Government has made it clear, on the other 
hand, that it does not wish to put any brake on industrial development 
in Northern Ireland, and the Capital Issues Committee has been told 
that it should not apply ‘credit squeeze’ considerations when dealing 
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with applications to raise money in Great Britain for such develop- 
ment. The Northern Ireland Government has made extra money 
available for grants and factory building and the Ministry of Com- 
merce is pressing on with its extended advance factory programme. 
These measures are being taken in the belief that industrialists will 
continue to be interested in the rich opportunities Northern Ireland 
has to offer, and that plans must be made now to meet renewed 
United Kingdom expansion in the future. Special efforts are also 
being made to attract more American firms.

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Peru’s Expanding Economy Offers Openings 
for United Kingdom Industry 


This article comes from the Commercial Secretariat of the British Embassy at Lima. The Commercial Relations and Exports

PERv is a comparatively small market but is attractive and worth 
cultivating. On the one hand there are — with one exception mentioned 
later on —no import restrictions and no exchange controls, and on 
the other there is an increasing demand for capital equipment under 
the extensive plans for the development of communications, agriculture 
and industry, and at the same time a steady market for a wide variety 
of consumer goods, although competition is fierce, especially from 
the United States, Germany and Japan. 

Among the capital goods and industrial materials for which there 
are openings are: irrigation pumps, agricultural machinery and 
implements, electric power plant, textile machinery, steam raising 
plant, diesel engines, factory plant, short-range and medium-range 
aircraft, tubes and pipes, and certain chemicals (e.g. insecticides for 
agriculture). 

Consumer goods in demand include foodstuffs and spices, office 
equipment, stationery, certain textiles, haberdashery, toilet pre- 
parations, pharmaceutical products, sports goods, radios, cutlery, 
cordage, carpets, chinaware, sanitary ware, motor scooters and motor 
cycles, confectionery, dyes, domestic electric appliances, certain 
rubber goods, whisky and gin and motor vehicles. 

The area of Peru is nearly 5} times that of the United Kingdom, 
but its population is only about 9 millions, and 5 million of them are 
of pure Indian stock with a low standard of living. This of course 
limits the markets for imports. In terms of sterling, the national 


income is about £360 millions; imports are valued at about £110 
million, exports at £100 millions and national industry at £74 millions. 

An amazing diversity of geography and scenery ranges from arid 
deserts on the coast to snow capped mountains further inland and 
sweltering jungle in the Amazon basin. The wealth of the country 
comes mainly from the irrigated valleys of the coastal zone (cotton, 
sugar, rice), the mineral resources of the Andes, the oilfields in the 
North and the industrial enterprises of the capital city, Lima. 
Compared with many other Latin American countries, Peru is 
distinguished by its diversified economy, and in recent years by the 
stability of its currency, which seems likely to be maintained despite 
the rapid growth of the economy with its attendant inflationary 
pressures. "The process of modernisation is symbolised on the moun- 
tain roads, where one sees the latest models of cars and lorries passing 
the traditional donkeys, mules and llamas. An attractive feature is 
the friendly welcome which is given to visitors from Britain. 
Principal Suppliers 

The United States is Peru’s most important trading partner, 
accounting for about 50 per cent. of Peru’s imports and about 35 
per cent. of her exports. The United Kingdom comes second, 
accounting for about 9 per cent. of Peru’s imports and between 10 
per cent. and 15 per cent. of her exports — mostly in the form of raw 
cotton, petroleum and non-ferrous metals. However, Germany’s 
share of Peruvian imports has been steadily increasing over the last 
few years and in 1955 was almost exactly equal to that of the United 
Kingdom. Other important suppliers to the Peruvian market are 
Argentina, the Netherlands, France, Switzerland, Canada, Sweden, 
Belgium, Japan and Italy. The share of Japan has increased notably 
in the current year. The relative statistics are given in the two tables 
at the end of this article. It should be mentioned that the figures of 
imports from the United Kingdom in 1956 include deliveries of two 
important erders for military aircraft placed last year. 

With the exception of a quota on imports of motor cars and an 
embargo on imports from Iron Curtain countries (except Czecho- 
slovakia), there are no quantitative restrictions on trade. Heavy 
import duties do apply in some lines, however, chiefly in order to 
protect a Peruvian industry. This applies, for example, to textiles, 
the duties on which have been raised several times in the last few 
years and have just been raised by a further 20 per cent. on some 
items under a Bill recently passed by Congress. On the other hand, 


some essential goods-e.g. agricultural and mining machinery — 
are exempt from duty. 


Capital Goods Most Likely to Sell 


The most favourable prospects are, in fact, for capital goods re- 
quired for development works in communications, agriculture and 
industry. While some important projects were initiated under the 
previous regime, there has been a considerable increase in the 
attention devoted to development works since the Government of 
President Manuel Prado took over in July this year. Among the plans 
announced by the new Government are a national sanitation plan 
involving the renovation of the water supply system of the provincial 
towns; the building of new hospitals, and the establishment of medical 
faculties i in the Universities. 


In the agricultural field irrigation works are of fie first importance, 
particularly in the arid coastal zone. Spectacular large-scale schemes 
such as the Quiroz project in northern Peru achieve the widest pub- 
licity, but there is also a great deal of small-scale irrigation work 
carried on all over the country, which means a regular market for 
irrigation pumps. There is also a steady demand for all kinds of 
agricultural machinery and implements. Plans are on foot to expand 
the meat refrigeration industry in Lima and the South.

A considerable programme of construction and extension of main 
roads is planned, while about £5 million is set aside annually for 
road maintenance. United States firms have hitherto enjoyed almost 
a monopoly in the supply of road-making and other +. “tractors’ 
plant. There are plans for the modernization of the ports and of the 
railway system. The Peruvian Corporation, owners of the two 
principal railways, recently acquired 6 diesel locomotives from the 
United States. The expansion of the electric supply industry is 
necessitated by the steady growth of consumer demand, and 
Electricite de France is at present making a survey of the country’s 
needs for the Peruvian Government. There is a steady demand for 
electric power plant for industrial and household use. 


Peru is very air-minded, and a favourable atmosphere exists for 
the sale of British aircraft, particularly in view of the purchase of 
British jet fighters and bombers by the Peruvian Air Force in 1956. 
Now in the forefront are possible purchases of civil aircraft for the 
Peruvian airlines, which plan to extend their services to neighbouring 
countries, and of light aircraft (including helicopters) for cross- 
country work in Peru. Improvements to airports and the construction 
of new airports are also planned. 


Considerable development of mineral resources is being carried 
out, almost entirely by United States concerns, the most important 
being the opening up of the copper deposits at TToquepala in Southern 
Peru, and of iron ore in the South. Oil prospecting on a large scale 
has been carried out in the north and east but so far without success, 
and at present oil-production is virtually limited to the extreme 
north-west. There is an extensive demand for mining 
but the most important mining companies are subsidiaries of United 
States firms, and tend to order their requirements in the United States. 


A steady process of industrialization offers openings for the sale 
of a variety of factory plant. Among the new works set up or planned 
recently are factories making explosives, matches, rubber goods, 
refractory products, beer, cement and synthetic fertilizers. The 
first heavy industry i in Peru was initiated this year with the inaugura- 
tion of the iron and steel works at Chimbote, financed by French 
interests. As manufacturing industry develops, there is a useful and 
expanding market for steam raising plant (boilers and firing equip- 
ment). Diesel engines for general use (power plants, cotton ginneries, 
pumps, rice mills, etc.) are in steady demand all over Peru, but 
German competition is strong. Textiles are Peru’s major manu- 
facturing industry and there is therefore a good market for textile 
machinery, which is supplied mainly by the United States, United 
Kingdom, Germany and Switzerland. The machinery in many mills 
is antiquated and extensive re-equipment is required. A certain 
number of new mills are being set up. 


Motor vehicles are the only goods subject to import quotas in 
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Peru. The quota for the year 1957 is 3, ae private and estate —

It is advisable for the agents of exporters of capital 
goods to follow this publication closely, as the time allowed for tenders 
is frequently rather short. 


In connection with development plans there may sometimes be 
openings for the services of British contractors and consultants. 
The only important contract so far awarded to. a British contractor 
is that for the modernization.of the port of Salaverry, which was 
secured last year by a London firm. This work is now well in hand. 
The source of finance has an important bearing on the securing of 
contracts. In particular, when an International Bank loan is obtained 
for a project, it is likely that an independent survey will be made and 
that the contract will be open to international competition. As is 
known, however, when Expor:-Import Bank finance is concerned, 
only United States firms can compete. 


The market for consumer goods of the commoner type is bound 
to shrink as manufacturing industry develops, but so far this is 
comparatively limited and many goods are not produced locally. 
The chief obstacle to United Kingdom exports is strong price com- 
petition from the United States, Germany and Japan. 


There is a good market for toys and games and sports goods, 
as local production is insignificant and import duties are moderate. 
Some British firms have made worthwhile sales to Peru, but United 
States, German and particularly Japanese competition is 
increasingly keen. 


Toilet preparations are made in Peru, but there is a fair demand 
for imported goods of superior quality. Registration of each article 
is compulsory. Competition comes mainly from the United States. 
There are also numerous laboratories in Peru producing pharma- 
ceutical products, but imports are considerable, "The United States 
is the principal supplier but the United ee supplies about 
£1,000,000 worth epee All products must be registered with 
the Ministry of Health

The choice of an agent is no simple matter, as the best agents 
already have commitments to foreign manufacturers, In particular, 
the number of Peruvian firms with adequate technical staff and 
servicing facilities for the sale of engineering goods is limited. What- 
ever a firm’s agency arrangements may be, the value of personal 
visits to the country by directors and high executives cannot be 
over-stressed.

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Germany Overtakes Britain in Trade with Haiti 


The text below is based on extracts from an Economic Survey compiled by the British Ambassador and Consul-General at 
Port-cu-Prince and published by H.M. Stationery Office at 2s. 6d. (by post, 2s. 8d.). The name of the country 
commonly spelt ‘Haiti,’ but in these extracts from his Survey we preserve the alternative spelling preferred by the author. 


DvURING THE FIRST YBARS of Hayti’s independence, trade with 
the United Kingdom was almost traditional and right up to the 
beginning of the Second World War Britain supplied a very fair 
percentage of Hayti’s imports; in 1937 this amounted to 18 per cent. 
With the European markets cut off during the war, Hayti turned 
to the only other b ewcage supplier, the United States. At the end of 
the war imports from Europe started to increase again rapidly, but 
have not yet attained the pre-war figures. The United Kingdom, 
which supplies substantial quantities of Hayti’s laundry soap, toilet 
soap, agricultural implements, confectionery, cocoa, tea, whisky, 
inks and colours, pharmaceutical products, cotton thread, linen, jute 
cloth, bicycles, radios and their spare parts, is now (1954-55) in fourth 
place as a supplier with only 3.82 per cent. of total imports. 

The demand is mainly for inexpensive goods, and however much 
it can be proven that quality is better the purchaser will still take the 
cheaper product. Delivery has to be speedy and prices quoted in 
United States dollars. 


The main competition, apart from the United States which holds 
the lion’s share of the market, now comes from Germany. Nowadays 
Germany parallels the United Kingdom in nearly all her principal 
exports to Hayti, The Germans are quoting low prices and offering 
quick delivery, with the added attraction of direct shipping services 
from home ports.

During the 15 years from 1940-41 to 1954-55 Hayti’s imports 
exceeded exports only five times. The least favourable trade balance 
was in 1952-53 when imports exceeded exports by 37 million Gourdes. 
(The Gourde is exchangeable by law at the fixed rate of Gourdes 5 
for one United States dollar. Gourdes 14 equal {£1 sterling. United 
States notes and coins circulate freely with Haytian currency.) 
The year 1953-54 was the best ever recorded in Hayti’s trading, with 
an excess of exports over imports of 40 million Gourdes; this was 
due to a bumper coffee crop which was disposed of at record prices. 
In 1954-55 the excess of imports over exports was 22 million Gourdes; 
this was the year following the hurricane which devastated the south 
of Hayti in October, 1954, and ruined an already small coffee crop. 
The depression of 1954-55 continued into 1956, even though the 
coffee crop was above average, and there are no signs of imminent 
improvement at the time of writing. It must be noted, however, that 
the tourist trade is now providing a steadily growing invisible export 
revenue which is already appreciable. 


Principal Imports 

Textiles. Imports of textiles and articles made from textiles make 
up an average of 22 per cent, of all imports into Hayti. This is mostly 
cotton cloth of the cheaper variety. Imports of cotton cloth show clearly 
the sudden drop in imports in 1954-55; 2,886 metric tons worth 
24-5 million Gourdes were imported during that year whereas 4,277 
metric tons worth 37-1 million Gourdes were imported in 1953-54. 
In 1954-55 the United States supplied 77°6 per cent. of the total 
volume with India second with 7 per cent. Hungary and Mexico 
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were the next largest suppliers with approximately 4 per cent. each. 
The United Kingdom supplied only 18,299 kilos of cotton. cloth 
in 1954-55. Local manufacture provides a large part of the require- 
ments of cheap denim cloth commonly worn by the poorer cultivators 
and workers. 
Foodstuffs. Imports of foodstuffs account for an average of 20 
per cent. of imports. Imports of frozen goods from the United King- 
dom and Europe are not practicable because of the distance. Butter, 
cheese, lard and lard substitutes, tinned milk (powder and bps gress 
are coming in ever-increasing quantities from Europe, the prices 
generally being lower and the quality equal-to that of United States 
products. Fair quantities of whisky, malt liquors, lard, confectionery 
and biscuits are supplied by the United Kingdom. 
Machinery and Apparatus. The import figures give only a 
global total for machines and apparatus not including a 
lorries, bicycles and motor cycles, office machinery and radios. The 
unspecified group leaves too wide a margin for an assessment to be 
made of the breakdown. Imports of machinery dropped considerably 
in 1954-55: from Gourdes 14,911,017 in 1953-54 to Gourdes 
12,235,698 in 1954-55. Consequently imports in this category from 
the United Kingdom fell from Gourdes 419,232 to Gourdes 244,008 
in the same period. Imports of radio receiving sets went cown by 
only 568 sets between 1953-54 and 1954-55, and the United Kingdom 
share went up from 190 to 507 sets. Another increase in imports from 
the United Kingdom is in refrigerators; 19 were importea m 1953-54 
and 45 in 1954-55. This figure may seem very small when taken alone, 
but it shows an increasing trend to move away from the more expensive 
articles of United States manufacture to the lower priced ones of 
European countries. The most remarkable increase in the imports of 
refrigerators came from Sweden, whence 100 units were imported 
into Hayti in 1954-55 against only 26 in 1953-54. Under the general 
heading of ‘Machinery and Apparatus’ articles such as tractors, 
pumping sets, electric dynamos, sugar mill machinery, coffee machinery 
and electrical appliances are imported. 
Iron and Steel and Manufactures thereof. Imports of iron and 
steel and their manufactures constitute an average of 7:11 pei cent. 
of the total imports into Hayti for the five years 1950-51 to 1954-55. 
The rnain articles included in this category are iron and steel rein- 
forcing bars, galvanized roofing, all constructional material of these 
materials and household utensils made of iron or steel, whether 
galvanized, enamelled or not, also agricultural implements. ‘The 
largest item in this group is the galvanized roofing, most of which 
has been coming from Belgium, the United States and Germany. 
Galvanized sheeting is the preferred roofing materia] in Hayti. 
Of the 16,065,737 Gourdes’ worth of iron, steel and their manu- 
factures imported in 1954-55 the largest supplier was, as usual, the 
United States; Germany and Belgium being second and third 
respectively, with Hong Kong forth and the United Kingdom fifth. 
Soap. Imports of soap declined in 1954-55. This was caused 
mainly by the establishment of a new soap fi at Port-au-

Motor Vehicles. With the continued improvement of the roads 
outside the capital city the demand for the medium-sized European 
car has increased steadily in Hayti. In 1952 there were no more than 
80 British cars on the roads. There are now approximately 500 
British cars and the numb: is increasing rapidly. French small 
cars, the first of this class <i car to be sold in any quantity in 
are well represented and last year the Volkswagen of Germany made 
its debut on the market. Italian Fiats are also to be seen in small 
numbers. Imports of all kinds of vehicles have increased steadily 
since 1950 and in 1954-55 a total of 798 cars and 399 lorries were 


motor-cars and lorries dominste the market, but the present Customs 
duties are favourable to the European car, since the ad valorem rate of 
duty increases with the price of the car.

Methods of Business 


Business is normally conducted on a sight draft basis and when 
good relations between importer and exporter have been established, 
30, 60 and 90 day drafts are not uncommon. Letters of credit, except 
for items of capital equipment and motor-cars, trucks, etc., are not 
used and the average Haytian merchant is not willing to tie up his 
working capital in them. 


The business communtiy in Hayti is now almost completely con- 
centrated in Port-au-Prince, where the big wholesale houses are 
situated. Representation is by general and commission agents or in 
some cases direct to distributor-importers. A new law on commerce 
approved in 1955, but not yet fully applied, stipulated that certain 
articles may not be imported and retailed by the same persons and 
certain ‘essential articles’ are reserved for Haytian merchants. These 
essential articles include foodstuffs, certain articles of clothing and 
textiles, but do not include articles such as radios and automobiles. 
Manufacturerers’ agents are not allowed to import in their own names 
unless they are introducing a new brand to the market, in which case 
they are allowed to import for one year. 


Since 1952 window dressing and shop displays have improved 
considerably and there are now a number of shops with dressed win- 
dows. The art of interior display has also been studied with beneficial 
resuits. These shops, however, still do not reach the great buying 
public of the country who are the peasant and labouring classes. 
They are still obliged to buy in the small shops surrounding the 
market and they are excessively conservative in their buying habits. 
New products, unless they are cheap and have an obvious immediate 
use, are very hard to introduce and extensive advertising is necessary. 
Sales depend upon the agent or distributor. Sales of nearly all goods, 
other than clothing, and haberdashery, etc., are done on a credit 
basis; the higher the price the longer the terms of credit. With the 
lack of purchasing capital caused by the low coffee crop in 1955 
credit has been used to its full extent, in some cases with unfortunate 
results to the merchant. Publicity is made by the Press (a very small 
reading public), radio (a larger public than the Press, but still small), 
loudspeaker vans (possibily the largest public of the three), and posters 
on the buildings and highways (again the reading public). The 
peasant and labourer buys by habit and it is hard to turn him away 
from the products he is used to. Even trade names are used to designate 
whole classes of articles. There is one good thing in this habit for the 
United Kingdom; the peasant farmer will not normally buy a machette 
or agricultural implement not made in the United Kingdom. 


It is worthwhile repeating that the value of personal visits by 
company representatives cannot be estimated in terms of the cost of 
the trip. The extra sales obtained, the goodwill created, the questions 
answered on the spot are all of considerable value and will keep 
repeat orders coming in. 


All quotations in Hayti should be made in United States dollars. 
No attention is given to quotations in sterling because the 
average merchant has quotations from other countries, for the same 
articles, in dollars and is not willing to use his time in making con- 
versions. Where English weights and measures differ from the 
American, the American should be quoted as well; this is particularly 
important where the unit of measurement is the gallon, for the 
United Kingdom price may seem high per gallon as against the 
American quotation, and, more often than not, the merchant does 
not take into account the greater volume of the Imperial gallon. 
C.i.f. prices, where possible, should be quoted. 
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Industry and the Oil Shortage 











F.B.I. Guide on Rationing for 
Industry 


TO ASSIST INDUSTRIAL FIRMS in overcoming their fuel oil 
rationing di ties, the Federation of British Industries has pub- 
lished a handbook on ‘Petroleum Rationing for Industry,’ providing 
information concerning the rules and regulations for the allocation 
of basic and supplementary rations. The booklet, which represents 
the situation at the date of printing, is being distributed to all members 
of the F.B.I. and can also be obtained by non-members from the 
Federation of British Industries, 21 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1, 
price 2s. 6d. 

In a foreword it is stated that the F.B.I., which has been in daily 
touch with Government departments since the oil shortage began, is 
doing its best to get the arrangements adjusted in the interests of 
saving loss of production, though in the last analysis this will depend 
pp the inventiveness and powers of improvisation of all consumers 
of oil. 

The Federation notes, however, that ‘when all has been done and 
whatever may be conceded, it must be accepted that many of us wi!l 
have to meet severe shortage and discomfort.’ It stresses the value of 
seeking the help and understanding of all employees over fuel 
economies, especially where they affect working conditions. 

The information in the F.B.I. booklet is valid for Great Britain 
but is not necessarily applicable in Northern Ireland. 


Supplementary Motor Fuel 
Rations for Goods Vehicles 


THERE MAY BE SOME CONFUSION about the amount and timing 
of supplementary rations of motor fuel for goods vehicles, so it may 
be convenient to put on record the facts as stated by the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation: 


1. The general principles governing the classes of traffic to which 
supplementary rations may be issued were announced by the 
Ministry of Transport earlier this month (see Board of Trade 
Journal of December 15, page 1242). 

2. Firms will be told as soon as possible the amount of their supple- 
mentary ration for the whole four months period, December 17, 
1956, to April 17, 1957. Coupons for the whole amount may 
not be issued, but firms will have the information they need to 
plan their transport arrangements during the whole period. 

3. The time taken to give firms this information may vary from 
Region to Region, depending on the applications to be dealt 
with. To keep the firms going while they wait to learn the full 
amount of their supplementary ration, therefore, they will 
receive something on account, over and above their basic alloca- 
tion, The period to which the ‘on account’ supplementary ration 
will be related will vary according to the speed with which the 
Regional Transport issioner expects to be able to issue 
the full supplementary ration. 





No Increased Import Duties on Dried or 
Dehydrated Vegetables 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on February 4, 1954 Board 
of Trade Journal of February 13, 1954, page 318), that wok were 
considering an application for increased import duties on the following 
kinds of dried or dehydrated vegetables: 
Beans, beet, cabbage, carrot, cauliflower, celery, leek, parsni 
potato, spinach, swede, turnip and mixed heated «haa ” 
in a written reply to a Parliamentary Question on December 20.

Hire-Purchase Restrictions on 
Some Motor Vehicles Relaxed 


AS ANNOUNCED by the Minister of Labour in the House of Com- 
mons on December 20), it has been decided to relax, for the time being 
only, the hire purchase restrictions on cars, light vans and motor 
cycles, both new and secondhand. An Order was made to come into 
force on December 21, reducing the minimum down payment on 
these vehicles from 50 per cent. to 20 per cent. The maximum period 
of repayment will remain unchanged at two years. 

The full details of the goods for which the deposit has been reduced 
are as follows: 

(a) Mechanically propelled road vehicles constructed or adapted 
for the carriage of passengers or goods, mechanical! propelled 
bicycles and tricycles and side-cars; excluding ve.icles con- 
structed to carry not less than 12 passengers, vehicles rated by 
the manufacturer to have a payload capacity of more than 30 
cwt. of goods, and dumpers. 

(b) Auxiliary units designed or adapted for the propulsion of 
bicycles and tricycles. 

The deposit on all other mechanically propelled vehicles remains 

at 50 per cent. 

At the same time the Order imposing restrictions on the terms of 
hiring of vehicles, which required a payment of nine months’ rental 
in advance, has been revoked.

The revocation of restrictions on the terms of hirinjz does not apply 
to the Control of Hiring (Rebates) Order which came into force on 
November 8, and which prohibits hiring agreements providing for 
rebates of rentals based on the value of the goods. 


Ending of Control of Tinplate 


THE HOME SECRETARY announced in Parliament on November 20 
that control of tinplate, terneplate and blackplate would terminate at 
the end of this year. 

The Board of Trade have in consequence made an Order revoking 
the Iron and Steel Distribution Order, 1951 and Amendments Nos. 
1, 2, 3 and 4 to that Order, thus terminating control over the acquisition, 
disposal, treatment, use and consumption of tinplate, terneplate and 
blackplate. ‘The Order, The Iron and Steel Distribution (Revocation) 
Order, 1956 (S.1. 1956 No. 2028) comes into effect on December 31, 
1956, and is on sale at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2., and branches, price 2d. (by post 4d.) to-day. 


Disposal of Government Stocks 
of Copper 


THE BOARD OF TRADE will shortly offer about 4,800 tons of copper 
for sale by open tender. This metal formed part of the 36,000 tons 
offered for sale last October, and consists mainly of cathodes which 
remained unsold on that occasion. It will be offered for delivery and 
pricing evenly over the three months February to April, 1957.

Delivery of Books to National 
Library of Wales 


SOME CHANGES in the Regulations governing the free delivery of 
books by publishers to the National Library of Wales sy announced 
by the Board of Trade. This follows an to improve the 
position of the library given by Mr. Derek Walker-Smith when he 
was Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade during a debate 
on the Copyright Bill in the House of Commons. 

Under the National Library of Wales (Delivery of Books) Regula- 
tions, 1924, publishers are exempt from the obligation to deliver to 
the Library a copy of certain classes of books except where the books 
in question are of particular Welsh or Celtic interest. Two of these 
classes are as follows: 

(1) where the number of copies in the published edition does not 
exceed 400 and the published price of each volume exceeds 
£5, and 

(2) where the number of copies does not exceed 600 and the 
published price exceeds £10. 

The price limits which have remained unchanged since 1912, have 

now been raised to £10 and £20 respectively. 

These changes are given effect to by the National Library of Wales 
(Delivery of Books) (Amendment) Regulations, 1956 (S.I. 1956 No. 
1978), which will come into operation on December 31, 1956 and 
wei be obtained from H.M.S.O. and branches, price 2d. (by 
post 4d.). 


Exemptions from Key Industry Duty 


THE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, exempting the following chemicals from Key 
Industry Duty for the period beginning December 27, 1956, sn 
ending February 18, 1957. 


Synthetic organic chemicals, analytical reagents, other fine chemicals 
and chemicals manufactured by fermentation processes, the following: 
L-Arginine (a substituted guanidine).

in Parliament 


Below are questions of interest to industry asked and answered 
in Parli 


Wednesday December 19 
Duty on Culinary Herbs 


Asked if he would give an assurance that the tariffs on imported 
herbs, such as mint, sage, and thyme, which could be grown in this 
country, would be maintained and so give a measure of certainty to 
the grower, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorney- 
croft, replied that he was not able to give the assurance requested. 
As announced in September last, the Board of Trade were considering 
an application for a reduction in the import duty on certait: types of 
culinary herbs. ‘The examination of that application was stil? proceed- 
ing and the views of all interested parties, including producers, would, 
of course, be taken into account in reaching a decision. 


Thursday December 20 


Industrial Vehicles for China 

A Member asked the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, if he would give the total of industrial trucks or motor 
lorries exported to China since January 1956, and say what restrictions 
on those exports now exist. 

The President replied: ‘95 up to the end of November,’ and added 
that these vehicles were embargoed, but individual applications for 
exceptional licences might be granted on their merits. 


Galvanized Sheet for China 


Asked how many licenczs had been granted month by month since 
January 1956 for the export of galvanized sheet to China, and what 
was the total value of these exports to date, the President replied that 
the numbers of licences issued were January, 1; March, 2; April, 5; 
May, 5; June, 7; July, 4; August, 1; September, 2; total 27. The 
value of exports to the end of November was £1,078,000. 


Stocks of Tobacco 


The President was asked whether he was aware that there were 
ample tobacco stocks, both United States and Empire, in this country, 
and if he would require the disposal of available surplus stocks at 
present in the hands of manufacturers before assisting any new 
purchases of tobacco which necessitate the transfer of dollars. 

The President replied that stock levels were taken into account when 
allocating dollars for tobacco purchases. Tobacco from this year's 
dollar crop had already been bought and paid for. 


Exports to Egypt 

Asked what was the policy of his department concerning the issue 
of export licences for Egypt, the President said that each case was 
examined on its individual merits, except in respect of goods of military 
significance, for which no licences Were granted. 


Dollars for Pitwood and Railway Sleepers 


The President told a questioner that pitwood and railway sleepers 
may be imported from any country under Open Individual Licences. 
Imports from the dollar area were £2-8 million in 1954 and £4-3 
million in 1955. All this pitwood and about three-quarters of these 
sleepers came from Canada. 
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World Exports of Manufactures in 
January-September 


PROVISIONAL FIGURES are now available of the value of world 
exports of manufactures * in the first nine months of 1956. These are 
subject to revision as they include a fair amount of estimation, 
especially for those countries, such as the United States, whose 
national trade classifications differ from the Standard International 
Trade Classification. 


The value of world exports of manufactures is provisionally 
estimated at U.S. $28,118 million in January - September, 1956. 
15 per cent. higher than in the same period of 1955. Between the 
same periods, United Kingdom exports of manufactures, which may 
have been adversely sffected by shipping difficulties in the third 
quarter, increased by 11 per cent. 


The United Kingdom's share of world exports of manufactures in 
the first nine months of this year was 19-3 per cent., compared with 
20-0 per cent. in the comparable period of 1955. There is not yet any 
clear sign of a substantial change in the rate at which our share of 
world trade in manufactures has been falling since 1953, although 
the rate of decline this year is a little less than last, when allowances 
are made for the effects of dock strikes on the 1954 and 1955 figures.

Exports of Cotton Textiles To Pakistan 


A NOTICE appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 29 
(page 681) about arrangements for the export to Pakistan of cotton 
textiles of United Kingdom manufacture for which payment would 
be received in the form of United States raw cotton to an equivalent 
value. The final shipment date for the textiles was December 31, 1956. 
Because of shipping delays, the Pakistan Government have now 
extended the final shipment date to March 31, 1957, for any contracts 
made under these arrangements in respect of which the Pakistan 
importers had established letters of credit by November 15, 1956. 
The Pakistan importers concerned must apply to the Habib Bank 
before January 31, 1957, for the corresponding extension of their 
jetters of credit. 

When letters of credit have been extended, the importer is required 
to send a report to the Textile Commissioner in Karachi accompanied 
by a letter from his United Kingdom supplier undertaking that the 
goods covered by the extended letter of credit will be shipped in full 
by March 31, 1957.

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Smaller Increase in Capital Expenditure during 
the Third Quarter 


THE MAJORITY of companies contributing to the Board of Trade’s 
quarterly inquiry into capital expenditure have now provided figures 
of their expenditure during the third quarter of this year. Provisional 
estimates of changes in capital expenditure based on this information 
are given in Table 1. 

These estimates indicate a considerably smaller increase in expendi- 
ture by manufacturing industry during the third quarter compared 
with the corresponding period of 1955 than was shown during the first 
two quarters of this year when total expenditure was running at a 
rate above 1955 similar to the increase between the years 1954 and 
1955 (about 27 per cent.). The increase in expenditure on plant and 
machinery and cn building work was lower than during the first 
two quarters and expenditure on vehicles showed a fall compared with 
the third quarter of 1955. Total expenditure during the first three 
quarters was 21 per cent. higher than the first three quarters of 1955. 


Expenditure by shipping companies was 1 per cent. lower than during 
the third quarter of 1955 and total expenditure by other industries 
and services was 2 per cent. lower than during the third quarter of 
last year although there were increases of 45 per cent. and 4 per cent. 
respectively during the first and second quarters of this year. 


Final estimates of expenditure during the third quarter of 1956 
and the usual detail for separate industry groups will be published 
during January. 


Expected Expenditure during 1957 


Estimates of fixed capital expenditure during 1957, based on a 
request to contributing companies at the end of July for forecasts of 
their expenditure during 1957, were published in an article in the 
Board of Trade Journal of September 8. As was mentioned in that 
article, it was realized that many companies could not at that time 
give more than a very provisional estimate of their 1957 expenditure 
and companies were asked again at the end of September, as part of 
the normal pattern of the inquiry, for forecasts of their expenditure 
next year. Most contributing companies have now provided forecasts 
(the majority of these having been received by the middle of Novem! -r) 
in response to this second request and the estimates of changes 
between 1956 and 1957 based on this later information are given in 
Table 2. These estimates are obtained as previously by comparing 
companies’ estimates of expenditure during 1957 with their estimates 
of expenditure during 1956, which in most cases were provided in 


the late spring of this year. The estimates of expenditure by manu- 
facturing industry as a whole are very little different from those based 
on the earlier inquiry. Total expenditure is expected to be 1 per cent. 
higher in 1957 than that expected for 1956. This compares with the 
earlier estimate that it would be 1 per cent lower. Expenditure on 
plant, machinery and vehicles is expected to be 3 per cent. higher 
(compared with the earlier estimate of 1 per cent. increase) and 
expenditure on building work is expected to be 7 per cent. lower 
(previously 9 per cent. lower). 

Shipping companies are now expecting to spend 13 per cent. more 
in 1957 than they expected to spend in 1956; this compares with the 
provisional estimate of an increase of 5 per cent. As explained in the 
earlier article, the increase of 5 per cent. was entirely due to the 
forecasts of increases by the tanker-owning subsidiaries of mineral 
oil refining companies. No revisions to their forecasts have yet been 
received from these companies but other shipping companies have 
revised their earlier forecasts and are now expected to spend more in 
1957 than they expected to spend in 1956 although earlier they had 
expected to spend less. 

Companies operating in the miscellaneous group of Other industries 
afe now expecting to spend 2 per cent. more in total than they 
expected to spend in 1956. The revision from the earlier estimate 
of a fall of 1 per cent. is due very largely to an upward revision 
of their expected expenditure on plart, machinery and vehicles,
